The men who 
are at present writing the news articles 
for the Daily are for the most part 
quite new to the field and arc at times 
al loss to write their articles in a clear 
and readable manner as is the style 
of the reporter on the city papers 
The development of this ability is th 
chief object of the paper and it is 1*0 : 
Ibis reason that the arrangements arc 
being made to have several more men 
who arc as well known in the news- 
paper circles as Mr. Wright speak to 
the reporter»'.

GOOD TURNOUT 



Members Thoroughly In- 
spected Large Plant 



1 Yesterday afternoon a pleasant and 
very instructive visit was paid to the 
Northern Electric Company's plant by 
the first and second year members of 
the Mechanical Club. 

The meeting was called for two 
o'clock in the Union, and it was en- 
couraging to sec such a large turnout 
of members; there were thirty or more 
present. 

The party left on time and reached 
the factory safely, the only mishap be- 
ing that the proverbial "Guy Street 
Car" found the pavement more attrac- 
tive to its peculiar disposition than the 
rails. 

On arriving at their destination the 
students were met by an official of the 
company, by whom they were intro- 
duced to the guides who had been 
provided. The inspector, as arrang- 
ed for by the company, seemed — and 
for perfectly good reasons — to cover 
the different operations in just the re- 
verse order to that in which they arc 
actually carried out, so it would per- 
haps be better to start where the tour 
left off— that is, in the cellar. 

The raw material, as purchased by 
the company, is delivered by trains 
from the G.T. and CP.' railways, 
each of which has a direct line to the 
factory. The material which is most 
used is copper wire. This product is 
delivered in a very rough and cor- 
roded condition, and in order to pre- 
pare it for use it is placed in large 
tanks and treated with a hot solution 
of muriatic acid. On coming from 
this bath, the. wire, which has now a 
dull yellow appearance, is annealed by 
baking it in large ovens, and then 
plunging it into cold water. It is 
then drawn out to any required diam- 
eter by a machine which pulls it 
'hrough different sized dies; it is then 

Mind on spools for delivery to the 
•rent departments, 
'ho wire now goes through different 

icesses, such a tinning, cleaning, 
plaiting, etc.. and is then ready to re- 
ceive its protecting cover of rubber, 
cloth, paper, lead or steel, depending 
on the purpose for which it is intend- 
ed to be used. 

'The machines which put on this in- 
hibition arc very remarkable examples 
oi mechanical skill, and many of the

The deficit in connection with the 
"Daily"; International Scholarships; and 
whether the Senior Rugby team shall 
play in U. S. territory next year, were 
the three main subjects of discussion at 
the open meeting of the Students' Coun- 
-il in the Union last evening. 

The prospective faculty representatives 
on the Students' Council spoke, outlining 
briefly (heir platforms. There were two 
candidates from Science— Shatford and 
Ogilvy; two from Medicine— McGregor 

'id Webster; also Cope from Arts, and 
Maurice from Commerce. Anderson, the 
representative from Law. was elected by 
acclamation. All gave the assurance that 
if honoured with election to the Council, 
they would do all in their power to fur- 
'her the. best interests of the students. 

R. L. Hamilton brought up the mies- 
'ion of the serious deficit being incurred 
'his year by the publishing of the 
•Daily," urging tire importance of meet- 
ing this difficulty squarely and of finding 
wmc means of overcoming it. Accord- 
! ng to the Budget the deficit will amount 
to $1400. The reason for this, as ex- 
plained by J. L. O'Brien, is the grca' 
decrease in the income realized from ad- 
vertising. The Students* paper, unin- 
tentionally, has Avon the hostility of a 
•■treat many of the business men down 
'own. due to some mistakes made in the 
napjr last year. Hence advertising has 
been seriously curtailed. O'Brien sug- 
"cstcd as a possible means of overcoming 
•litis, that students who are personally 
Vnown to business men, should talk to 
these men and point out the benefit to be 
'crived from advertisements in the Col- 
'ege paper, also that they will be guaran 
erd every satisfaction. 

Hamilton added that when a student 
•atronizes a business place, he should 
Mention the fact that he is a student. Tim 
iiffcrcnt stores would then realize that 
lie students patronize them and they in 
•u n would patronize the students by ad- 
vertising in the "Daily." " 

"A great deal of the fault lies with the 
•iidcnts themselves." Hamilton also 
"oinlcd out that G. H. Fletcher, adver- 
ising manager of the "Daily," and who 
"s a graduate of McGill, has worked hard 
"or the success of the paper; his work 
bas been very satisfactory, and that he 
must be given hearty support. A "Daily 
Week-," beginning next Monday, has 
been planned to arouse the interest of the 
indent body. Rochester, Vice-President

UNION DISCLOSES 
FACTS CF MYSTERY 



Nocturnal Rivalries of Deni- 
zens Uncovered 



Considerable apprehension has been 
expressed in certain quarters, not un- 
mixed with elation in others, over the 
obvious air of activity which has pre- 
vailed in the ball-room oi the Union 
during the last few days. These 
operations, it carried on at a reason- 
able hour, would not have caused such 
a furore among those who have been 
in the vicinity, but when, as in the 
present case, the persons concerned 
have been most btisy from midnight 
onwards it was felt that investigation 
was not out of place. It was in or- 
der to conduct such that a "Daily" re- 
porter was dispatched two nights ago 
to form his version of the affair; the 
nature of the disclosures, or the pres- 
sure afterwards brought to bear upon 
him, was so damaging that the unfor- 
tunate member of the staff was, upon 
his return to the sanctum, totally un- 
able to give a comprehensive account 
of his adventures.

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COLLEGIATE INTERNATIONALISM 




"The importance of international co-operation outside the 
sphere of politics," writes Bertrand Russell in his book "Political 
Ideals", "has been brought home to me by my own experience. I 
was until lately engaged in teaching a new science, which few men 
In the world were able to teach. My own work in this science was 
based chiefly upon the work of a German and an Italian. My pupils 
came from all over the civilized world: France, Germany, Austria, 
Russia, Greece, Japan, China, India — and America. None of us were 
conscious of any sense of national divisions. We felt ourselves an 
outpost of civilization, building a new road into the virgin forest of 
the unknown. All co-operated in the common task — and in the in- 
terest of such a work the political enmities of nations seemed trivial, 
temporary, and futile. But it is not only in the somewhat rarefied 
atmosphere of abstruse science that international co-operation is 
vital to the progress of civilization. All our economic problems, all 
the questions of securing the rights of labour, all the hopes of free- 
dom at home and humanity abroad rest upon the creation of inter- 
national good will." 

We quote this passage in full because of its extreme significance 
at the present moment to us at McGill. The necessity of the task 
of promoting international good-will should be recognized by all; 
and the role of paramount importance which the universities can play 
in bringing about such a spirit is here shown in the light of a per- 
sonal experience. This is the best answer to those who feel that the 
question of foreign scholarships that is now before the Students' 
Council should be limited to students of our own religion and polit- 
ical way of thinking. There is between us and such students as 
these no differences, jealousies, suspicions, or misunderstandings 

*tobe dispelled; and, on the other hand, it is the very students whom 
the more conventional might be inclined to exclude who will con- 
tribute and receive the greatest benefit from such an exchange of 

--scholarships as has been proposed. There- is still something of 
hatred, suspicion and fear dominating our mutual feeling, and just 
so long as such a condition is permitted to exist, we cannot hope 
to escape the dread of violence and war. 

We in the Canadian universities have been presented with an 
opportunity of showing our lively interest in the question, of intcr- 

; national peace, and of taking the first step in what may well prove 
an epoch-making international movement. It is from the college 
men that tomorrow's leaders of the world are to come, and it is 
among college men that feelings of racial fellowship must be stimu 
lated. And however we may criticize the minor details of the pro- 
posed plan of petitioning the Dominion Government to provide in 
ternational scholarships, let us make certain that the students of 
McGill do not neglect so great an opportunity of demonstrating 
their concern in such vital matters of international education, peace, 
and good-will.

Council. 

Another question that/compels mention is the idea mooted by 
one of the candidates for Faculty Representative upon the Students' 
Council with regard to the establishment of a University Book Store 
an undertaking has already this year been endorsed in this 
Dlumn. It is difficult to conceive how McGill, so progressive in 
most respects, can afford to fall behind her lesser contemporaries in 
the respect of a Book Store. The place for such is too apparent to 
require further elaboration and it can only be trusted that at some 
future date the university authorities will take action to that end 

The appearance of the nominees of the various faculties before 
the gathering certainly served the desired purpose in bringing them 
before their electors, and also before the body whose interests some 
of them will be chosen to manage. What steps have been taken in 
the faculties themselves will be evident upon election day — that is 
tomorrow — when votes will be cast ; whether by a few or the entire 
members of that undergraduate society depending upon the pub 
Heity which the elections have been awarded by the campaigners.

■xplaincd that a forward did not have a

much easier it was to break away when 
playing further back towards the oppon- 
ents' basket. In this way the play is 
opened up, and the general tendency to 
crowd together is eliminated.

students lagged behind, fascinated by 
the speed and accuracy with which 
the whirling winders covered the diff- 
erent kinds of wire, from the very thin 
strands, covered with coloured paper, 
which serve to carry telephone con- 
versations, to the heavy, rubber and 
cotton covered power transmission 
cables. A very interesting thing to 
watch was the search for a break in a 
large telephone cable. One of these 
cables contains about twelve hundred 
wires, and when one of the wires is 
broken, it is necessary to uncover the 
cable and find the break by sticking 
a needle-like instrument into each wire. 
When the break is reached, a current is 
set up which rings a bell. 

The next branch of the business to 
be inspected was the making of radio 
apparatus. This constitutes a large 
department, and although radio is very 
interesting to most students, it was 
impossible to go into the manufacture 
of it with much detail. Another de- 
partment which excited much curios- 
ity and interest was the automatic tele- 
phone section. The men were able 
to watch the automatic exchanges in 
operation, and it was, in a way, a reve- 
lation of mechanical genius to sec the 
wcy in which connections were made 
by these complicated machines. 

A reminder of the days when the 
country was covered with munition 
plants was provided by the large num- 
ber of wom*n and girls, attired in 
overalls, who were operating the dif- 
ferent machines. 

The tour was concluded by a visit 
to the power house, boiler rooms, and 
power distributing centres. A very 
interesting thing in connection with 
the furnaces was the manner in which 
the fuel is delivered to thcin. The 
grates arc made of wrought iron, bolt- 
ed together so as to form an endless 
band. These grates pass beneath the 
boilers and, as they revolve, a layer 
of coal, about six inches thick, is de- 
posited upon them. The speed of the 
grates is controlled so that all the coal 
is burned as it passes beneath the 
boilers. , 

The visit was Brought to an end, not 
because everything had been seen and 
understood as much as the students 
would have liked it to have been, but 
because the afternoon was spent. It 
would not be saying too much to state 
that days could be spent in this very 
interesting factory before it could all 
be taken in, and the men who were 
able to avail themselves of this op- 
portunity are greatly indebted lo the 
Northern Electric Company.
